Reteive Payment From

WASHINGTON, May 22 (By A. 
P.).—-Persons who sell seats on any 
roof or structure overlooking a base- 
ball park will be obliged to pay a 
war tax to the Government, accord- 
ing to ah announcement issued to- 
day by the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue. The tax must be collected and 
paid by the enterprising owner or 
occupant of the building who re- 
ceives. payment for the seats occu- 
pied by the “perchers.”’ 
The announcement says in one city 
a woman whose yard adjoins the ball 
park has been selling seats in a tree, 
the prices being 5 and 10 cents, de- 
pending on how high the person has 
to climb.

Louis County returned from Wash- 
ington today with the news that the 
Capital Issue Commission of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board has ruled that 
even if the $3,000,000 bond issue for

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph said 
this would mean that the only new 
work to be undertaken would. per- 
haps be the building of a five-mile 
road from the city limits to Jeffer- 
son Barracks and the repairing of 
roads in the vicinity of munitions 
plants. None of this work can be 
undertaken until plans are approved 
by the Capital Issues Commission. 

In view of thé decision, Ralph said, 
it was probable that no considerable 
issue of the bonds could be made un- 
til the end of the war.

The fifth and sixth floats showed 
the road to the trenches, with 
wounded stretched out, and the shell- 
struck remains of an ambulance, fol- 
lowed by another ambulance from 
which a wounded man realistically 
bound in red-splotched bandages was 
lifted into the hospital. The comfort 
of a base hospital with patients in 
beds and the surgical room where a 
surgeon and nurses were bent over 
a form on an operating table com- 
pleted the float which was on two 
car lengths. 

The last float depicted “The 
Greatest Mother in the World.” In 
front it showed a gathering of small 
children of stricken nations. In back 
of them sat Mrs. David O'Neill, clad 
as a Red Cross nurse holding in her 
arms a small stretcher bearing the 
figure of a wounded soldier. 

As the last float stopped before 
the reviewing stand, Mayor Kiel 
leaped onto it and introduced Charles 
M. Hay, who delivered a four-min- 
ute speech, At the conclusion of his 
talk, Hay called out: “How many 
will see this thing through?” 

The hands of every person withm 
his hearing went into the air.

Authorized Statement in Of- 
ficial Bulletin Tells How 
Parts and Sizes of Engine 
Were Agreed Upon. 


The War Department, in a state- 
ment in The Official Bulletin, gives 
a technical description of the Liber- 
ty Motor, its parts, method of lubri- 
cation, etc. The statement follows: 

The designs of the parts of the 
Liberty engine were based on the 
following: 

Cylinders.—The designers of the 
cylinders for the Liberty engine fol- 
lowed the practice used in the Ger- 
man Mercedes, English Rolls 
Royce, French Lorraine-Dietrich, 
and Italian Isotta Fraschini before 
the war and during the war. The 
cylinders are made of steel inner 
shells surrounded ‘by presséd-steel 
water jackets. The Packard com- 
pany by long experiemry had devel- 
oped a method of applying these 
steel water jackets. 

The valve cages are drop forgings 
welded into the cylinder head. The 
principal departure from European 
practice is in the location of the 
holding-down flange, which is S5ev- 
eral inches above the mough of the 
cylinder, and the unique method of 
manufacture evolved by the Ford 
company. The output is now 4ap- 
proximately 1700 cylinder forgings 
per day. 

Cam shaft and valve mechanism 
above cylinder heads.—The design 
of the above is based on the Mer- 
cedes, but was improved for auto- 
matic lubrication without wasting 
oil by the Packard Motor Car Co. 

Copied From Hall-Scott Motor. 

Cam-shaft drive.-—The cam-shaft 
drive was copied almost entirely 
from the Hall-Scott motor; in fact, 
several of the gears used in the first 
sample engines were supplied by the 
Hall-Seott Motor Car Co. This type 
of drive is used by Mercedes, Hispa- 
no-Suiza, and others. 

Angle between cylinders.—In the 
Liberty the included angle between 
the cylinders is 45 degrees; in all 
other existing 12-cylinder engines it 
is 60 Gegrees. This feature is new 
with the Liberty engine, and was 
adopted for thé purpose of bringing 
each row of cylindérs néarer the 
vertical and closer together, so as to 
save width and head resistance. By 
the narrow angle greater strength is 
given to the crank case and vibra- 
tion is reduced. 

Electric generator and ignition.— 
A Deleo ignition system is used. It 
Was @Bpecially désigned for the Lib- 
erty engine to save weight and to 
meet the special conditions due to 
firing 12 cylinders with an. included 
angle of 45 degrees. 

Pistons.—The pistons of the Lib- 
erty engine are of Hall-Scott design. 

Connecting Rods—Forked or 
straddle-type connecting rods, first 
used on the French De Dion car and 
‘on the Cadillac motor car in this 
country, are used. 

Crank Shaft—Crank shaft design 
followed the standard 12-cylinder 
practice, except as to oiling. Crank 
ease follows standard practice. The 
45-degree angle and the flange loca- 
tion on the cylinders made possible a 
very strong box section. 

Thie Lubricating Method. 

Lubrication—tThe first system of 
lubrication followed the German 
practice of using one pump to keep 
the crank case empty, delivering into 
ah outside reservoir, and another 
pump to force oil under pressure to 
the main crank shaft bearings. This 
lubrication system also followed the 
German practice in allowing the 
overflow in the main bearings to 
travel out the face of the crank 
cheeks to a scupper which collected 
this excess for crank-pin lubrication 
This is very economical in the usé of 
oil and is still the standard German 
practice. 

The present system is similar to 
the first practice, except that the oil, 
while under pressure, is not only fed 
to main bearings but through holes 
inside of crank cheeks to crank pins, 
instead of feeding these crank pins 
through scuppers. The difference be- 
tween the two oiling systems consists 
of carrying oil for the crank pins 
through a hole inside the crank 
cheek instead of up the outside face 
of the crank cheek. 

Propeller Hub—The Hall-Scott 
propeller-hub design was adapted to 
the power of the Liberty engine. 

Packard Type Water Pump. 

Water Pump—tThe Packard type of 

water pump was adapted to the Lib- 


| erty. 


Carburetor—A carburetor was de- 
veloped by the Zenith cOmpany for 
the Liberty engine. 

Bore and Stroke—The bore and 
stroke of the Liberty engine is 5 by 
7 inches, the same as the Hall-Scott 
A-5 and A-7 engines, and as in the 
Hall-Scott 12-cylinder engine. 

Remarks.—The idea of developing 
Liberty engines of 4, 6, 8 and 12 
cylinders with the above character- 
istics was first thought of about May 
25, 1917. The idea was developed 
ix. conference with représentatives 
of the British and French missions. 
May 28 to June 1, and was submitted 
in the form of sketches at a joint 
meeting of the Aircraft (Production) 
Board and the Jollet Army and Navy 
Technical Board, June 4. ‘The first 
sample was an eight-cylinder model, 
delivered to the Bureau of Standards 
July 8, 1917. The eight-cylinder 
model, however, was never put into 
production,( as advices from France
